CANADIAN BANKS FIRM

In view of the general confidence 
which existe regarding Canadian 
bankas, the reassuring statements is- 
sued Saturday by the Hon. E. N. 
Rhodes, was really unnecessary. He 
pointed out that the situation in the 
United States arises out of a domes 
tic situation and should exert a ben- 
eficial influence upon tthe Canadian 
financial system. Canadian banks, he 
pointed out, were in an extremely 
liquid and strong position, 

Canadians are aware of these facts. 
Many, however may not have apprec- 
iated the full irony of the present 
situation. Canadian banks are suf- 
fering from liquid assets, United 
States banks are suffering from froz- 
en assets, yet the latter enjoy all the 
theoretical advantage. Gross mis- 
management of the United States 
gold supplies, lack of public spirit on 
the part of financial interests, dom- 
ination of American finance by dog- 
eat-dog opportunists and ineffectual 
government supervision of banking 
practices are indicated as prime 
causes: of the present appaling situa- 
tion. 

How this thing will end nobody 
knows. Yet the very fact that this 
crisis has occurred is a good omen. 
Recovery or collapse should take place 
within the next six months. Either 
alternative is better than the present.

The Canadian House of Commons 
has decreed that the ‘‘heathenish 
dances’’ of the Indians will in fut- 
ure be taboo except when they take 
place by special permission or on In- 
ian reservations. The Great White 
Father has become interested—to 
quote Mr. Motherwell’s contribution 
to the debate— in the ultimate des- 
tiny of the Indians. One heathen sun 
dance, Mr. Motherwell said, put the 
Indians back ten years. 

One’s first reaction is to curse the 
smugness of the Paleface who regards 
all practices which are alien to his 
temperament and traditions as bar- 
barous, and who is supremely ob- 
livious of his own monstrous barbar- 
ities. He contemplates the war paint 
of the Red Man and Shmdders; he 
contemplates the war paint of his 
own women and admires, He doves 
not realize that Fachion, that steril- 
izer of the intellect, has rendered the 
cosmetic art (which once beautified 
the bodies of his fzmales), a barhbar- 
ic tribal rite. Antistically reddened 
lips are a delight to all beholders; 
brigiily redden-:d finger nails are 
reminiszers of rings in the  mose. 
One’s first inclinstion is to curse. 

Yet, when one considers the 
true significance, one feels than! 
that the ‘‘iheathenish dances” ov 
which the cocktail drinking, jazz- 
haunted society seems to feel such 
saperiority, will be removed, by de- 
cree from contamination of the mark- 
et place, where they have already 
sadly detcriorated. Perhaps this am- 
endment ‘to the Indian Act will have 
the effect of prolonging those sun 
dances which offend the susceptib- 
ilities of Mr. Motherwell, since they 
will be free from the intervention 
of the White Man—who sooner or 
lmter finds a way of making money 
out of any spectacle he encounters. 
We hope so. 

There is a touch of sadness in that 
remark about the ultimate destiny of 
tha Indians.

reserves? True, they may ‘have an 
ultimate destiny as individual mem- 
bers of the Canadian nation—but not 
as Indians. And though to contem- 
plate the past through rose-tinted 
spectacles is sentimental, one cannot 
help comparing the poetic qualities 
6f a race which thas left such names 
as Ottawa and Metlakatla, Assin- 
iboia and Minnehaha, with those of a 
race which thas cluttered up t he

Thought to have been a bachelor up 
to the time of his death, Stanley 
Wilson, J.P., well known popular re-

Photo- 
graphs, personal habits and ‘hand- 
writing of Wellicome compared by 
Gibson with the man he had known 
as Wilson satisfied Witness that the 
two men were the same and Mr. 
Justice Ives made an order for the 
disposal of the estate in accordance

Mikeadlare Bus 
and Truck

A report of some considerable in- 
terest to motorists, and particularly 
to all engaged in bus and truck 
transportation, has been made by th: 
transportation committee of the 
board of trade, 

Briefly, the report suggests that 
trucks should be charged a rate for 
wee of the highways, commensurate 
with the wear and tea caused by 
them; that operators should file with 
the government their classification of 
freight and rates and should not de- 
viate from these without penalty; 
that regulation of hours of labor 
should be imposed and, finally that 
operators should have and keep in 
force indemnity insurance as protec- 
tion against losses of customers 


Undeniably heavy vehicles cause 
great wear to the public highways. 
There is no reason why the ordinary 
motorisit should bear a heavier bur- 
den of road maintenance proportion- 
ate to his use of the highways than 
do commercial companies. At the 
same time if the bus and truck rates 
are unduly high they will constitute a 
penalty and increase transportation 
costs unduly. They should not be 
discriminatory. 

The classification of rates is a ne- 
cesgary step if road transportation is 
to be saved from cut-throat compet- 
ition. The regulation of railway 
freight rates has long been a govern- 
ment concern and has done much to 
stabilize traffic and prevent chaos 
such as folhowed the rate wars. be- 
tween United States railways in the 
nineties, There need be no particu- 
lar hardship to the operator or pat- 
ron. : 

Regulation of hours of labor will 
no doubt be more difficult. since 
many smaller truck companies are 
entirely operated by the owners. To 
restrict their working hours is to lim- 
it their competition with companies 


capable of ‘operating several shifts. | 


Indemnity ‘insurance’ 1s Titiked 
with rates. Obviously the shipper 
should have the same protection 
against losses in transit by truck as 
by railway. Smaller companies might 
have difficulty in making losses good 
except by insurance. The handling 
of C:0.D. orders is also a grave con- 
cern to firms who do a great portion 
of their business by that method. 

The report ia_directed to improve- 
ment of a traffic which is growing 
important to rural Alberta. Miani- 
tcba and Ontario both have some- 
what similar regulations. The gov- 
ernment of this province is likely to 
consider these suggestions during 
the present session.

“difficulties these days, and’ it is not 


to be wondered. 

The law allows him the extraordin- 
ary privilege of buying paper money 
from the government for the cost of 
printing it. Sometimes they lend 
the government’s money back to the 
government at four percent. interest, 
taking government bonds as security. 

Under the law which allows the 
American banker to issue credit to 
ten times the amount of the cash in 
its coffers (38 times in the case of 
ime deposits) the banker will, with 
$100,000 of cash in hand, extend 
credit to a million dollars. 

Recently the Comptroller of Cur- 
rency at Washington reported depos- 
its in the banks of fifty billions and 
loans of a further 45 billions, while 
the actual amount of money in exis- 
tence in United States is only about 
eight billions or little more than 
enough to pay a year’s interest on 
the loans and deposits.

BIG REDUCTION IN 

U.S. WINTER WHEAT 
. Genny 

The wheat experts are paying a 
great deal of attention to the United 
States winter wheat crop just now. 
About forty million acres were sown 
to winter wheat in that country last 
fall. Indications are that serious 
damage has resulted from  unpropi- 
ticus weather. The extent of the 
damage cannot be ascertained until 
the grain starts growing in the early 
sprisg, but the likelihood is for a to- 
tal crop smaller than last year When 
460,000,000 bushels were produced, 
The average annual production is 
around 600,000,000 bushels. 

Seeding was done last fall under 
adverse circumstances in much of the 
winter wheat belt, namely Kansas, 
Nebraska, Oklahoma and Texas 
These four states seed over half the 


total area under winter waeat. The 
weather this winter, in these four 
states particularly, has been dry. 


There has been little snow covering 
and spell of very severe cold. It is 
anticipated that this will cause con- 
siderable damage. 

Tle U.S. government issued an es- 
timate of condition of this crop last 
December and the figure given was 
the lowest recorded in a generation. 
With additional harm done during 
the winter the total production of 
winter wheat may not exceed 400,- 
000,000 bushels. ‘That is a big come- 
down from the record crop of 787,- 
000,000 bushels. 

The winter wheat crop of the Un- 
ited States is one of most important 
in the world. It is the main source 
of bread supply for 125,000,000 peo- 
ple. It further provides the U.S. 
wheat surplus which has been hold- 
ing down both the domestic price in 
that republic and the world price. A 
A serious loss in production Mere, 
while possibly unfortunate for grow- 
ers there, would go a long way to- 
wards balancing the forces of supply 
and demand in the world wheat trade.

Maloney‘s apclogy was full and 
complete, Alfter setting forth the 
words complained Of, the docu- 
ments signed by Maloney agrees 
tto pay all costs and to the pub- 


lication of the apology as the 
plaintiff sees fit. It then goes 
on as follows: 

‘Now I do hereby beg to apol- 


ogize and express my sincere contri- 
tion and regret for having so pub 
lished of and concerning the said 
Henry Arthur Mackie, said words 
complained of in said actign, and ad- 
mit that the same are wholly untrue : 
and without foundation, and I hereby 
undertake to retract and do hereby 
retract said words unconditionally.’’ 

Maloney’s signature is witnessed 
by B. Pollard, guard of the provin- 
cial gaol at Fort Saskatchewan. 

This brings to an end another of 
the charges against Maloney, who 
still has to face trial on the seditious 
oaths charges brought against him 
and another official of the Klan. 

Maloney is still at Fort Saskatch- 
ewan serving two month sentence 
imposed on him in police court. The 
fines assessed at that time have not 
yet been paid, and in the event of 
their not being paid before his term 
expires he will have to serve an ad- 
ditional two monthe.

The World Wheat Situation 


The time is rapidly approaching when the farmers of Western Canada 
will once again be busily engaged in seeding their larid. As they do so their 
thoughts naturally will speed forward and they w'll ponder on the possibili- 
ties of the harvest that will result from their seeding. But this year, probably 
to a greater extent than ever before, their thoughts will not dwell so much 
upon such aspects of the harvest as the number of bushels to the acre that 
may be threshed, or the grade that will be obtuined,—important as these 
always are,—but, rather, upon the price that it may be poss:ble for them to

@0od crop last year, nor:was there much to complain about in the average 
grade secured. True, some sections of this vast prairie country again suffered 
from drought, but the area so affected was much smaller than in the preced- 
ing year. Nevertheless, disaster befell our wheat growers because the price 
obtainable for wheat reached the lowest point in hundreds of years,—far and 
away below the cost to the farmer of producing the wheat. And as seeding 
time approaches, there has been practically no betterment in prices. The pre- 
vailing price is still less than it will cost the farmer to produce the wheat. 

Like the weather, and so many othér factors, the price of wheat is 
something beyond the power of the farmer to control. He is forced to accept 
the preva'ling world price. Even the so-called six cents a bushel preference 
in the British market means little or nothing to him because he still must 
sell in that market at the prevailing world price. The so-called preference 
will not ‘add a fraction of a cent to that pr’ce. 

Under these circumstances, farmers,—and everybody else,-—are interested 
in the world wheat situation, because it is that situation which will be the 
price-fix’ng and controlling factor. We propose, therefore, to present for the 
information of readers of this column, certain facts and figures compiled by 
Donald M. Marvin, Economist, for the Royal Bank of Canada, which were 
made public on February 1. 

First. World shipments of wheat since August 1, 1932, were the smallest 
in ten years. Shipments to the Orient were relatively large, but other coun- 
tries took only moderate amounts, and shipments to Europe were very light, 
ag the result of the record crops harvested in many European coutnries last 
year. Notwithstanding this situation, Canada exported a large volume, sup- 
plying more than one-half of all the wheat shipped from all wheat exporting 
countries, : 

Second. The reason why Europe took only moderate quantities of wheat 
during the last half of 1932 is accounted for by the fact that bumper crops 
were harvested there in 1932, and new high records in wheat production were 
established in Germany, Italy, Spain, Portugal, Greece, Ho}land, Scandinavia 
and Czecho-Slovaka, while France produced 65 000,000 bushels more than in 
1931. As a result Western Europe produced 180,000,000 bushels more than in 
the previous year In order to dispose of these supplies, tariffs, quotas, and 
other restrictions on wheat imports were sugstantially increased. On the 


other hand, Russia and the Danubian countries had smaller crops and prac- | 


tically no wheat to export. 

Third. In 1932, owing to unfavorable conditions, wheat production in 
the United States dropped 175,000,000 bushels compared with 1931, and was 
150,000,000 bushels below the five-year average. But, while the U.S. thus 
raised only about sufficient for its own use, it still had “a large carry-over 
from previous years. The Australian crop showed an increase of about 10,- 
000,000 bushels, and Argentine an increase of practically the same amount. 

Fourth. Canada's big crop last’ year, added to its carry-over from pre- 
vious years, gave us total wheat siipplies ror the period August 1, 1932, to 
July 31, 1933, of some 566 million bushels. Of this, 125 milion bushels are 
required for domestic purposes, leaving 441 million bushels for export. Of 
this latter amount, 140 million bushels have already been shipped, thus 
leaving about 300 million bushels to ship before the end of July, or to be 
carried over. Broomhall, the British expert, estimates that another 180 
million bushels will be exported by Canada, leaving a carry-over on August 
ist next of around 120 million bushels, or from 15 to 20 million bushels 
less than a year ago, 

Now, as to present and future prospects. The condition of the winter 

_ wheat crop in the United States was, on December Ist last, officially report- 
ed as the lowest since 1863. Australia is selling much of her wheat in the 
Orient. Wheat importing countries will, however, require about 82 million 
pushels less in 1932-33 than was the case in 1931-32, European imports have 
been restricted in the first half of the present crop year in order to expedite 
the disposal of the domestic supplies created by the bumper crops already 
referred to. It is to be expected that Europe’s demands will be much heavier 
between now and July 31 next. 

On the other hand, the total surplus of wheat available for export is 
more than ample to meet all requirements. Supplies in the Southern Hem- 
isphere are about the same as last year. Heavy stocks are still held in Can- 
ada and the U.S. Russia and the Danubian countries are, however, not in a 
position to export in the same volume as in previous years, Winter wheat | 


crops have suffered in Europe as well as in the U.S. although it is too early | 
to estimate the ultimate outturn.

Wider Markets For 
Canadian Tobacco 


Product Is Now Being Shipped To 
Many Countries 

Progress has been made in the pro- 
duction of high quality tobacco in 
Canada during the past five years. 
This is exemplified by the inte:est 
other countr.es have shown in the 
Canadian product. In 1927 the total 
exports ‘of unmanufactured Canaaian 
leaf tobacco amounted to 5,867,479 
pounds; in 1932 it rose to 9,614,000 
pounds for the first eleven months, 
January to November inclusive. If 
the December shipments in 1931 are 
added to complete the 12 months, the 
total is brought up to 10,436,464 
pounds. 

In 1927 the only countries purchas- 
ing Canadian tobacco were the Bri- 
tish Isles, Netherlands and the United 
States. The bulk of these deliveries 
were made to Britain. In 1932 the to- 
tal exports had not only nearly dou- 
bled but the countries interested in 
Canadian leaf tobacco included the 
United Kingdom, Barbadoes, Sierra 
Leone, Jamaica, Gambia, Belgium 
and the United States. 

A feature of this expanded market 
has been the change in the type of 
tobacco being shipped. In 1927 and 
1928 the bulk of tobacco exported 
was Burley. In 1931 and 1932 this has 
largely been supplanted by bright 
flue-cured tobacco, grown in Southe:n 
Ontario, Improvement in the growing 
and curing of Canad.an tobacco has 
been largely due to the work of the 
Tobacco Division of the Canadian 
Government Experimental Farms. The

world’s population, as at the end of | 


1981, at about two billion twelve. mil- 
lion eight hundred thousand. 

More than half of these people live 
in Asia. In fact, it is the most popu- 
lous continent, having an excess of 
some 252 mill.on inhabitants over all 
the other continents combined. Asia 
also has the most rapid increase in 
population in comparison with other 
parts of the world. 

Europe, for the first time in his- 
tory, has more than haif a billion 
peoples, On the first of January, 1932, 
the figure representing its population 
was greater than 506 millions. The 
figure for the same date, 1931, was 
448 millions, ; 

The North and South American 
continents were inhabited by some 
252 millions of persons at the end of 
1931—an increase of four miilions 
over the year previous. , 

The vast continent of Africa counts 
scarcely 142 millions of inhabitants. 
And interesting to note, thfs figure, 
for 1931, is two million less than for 
1930, This is the only decrease re- 
corded by any ot the continents. 

Australia, the remaining continent, 
supported but ten millions of peopie 
at the end of 1931. 

Some of the statistics given for 
the major countries of Europe are 
interesting: Russia, 127 millions in 
1931 against 124 miilions in 1930; 
Germany, 64 millions, with no great 
advance in growth; Great Britain, 40 
millions, no increase; France, 42 mil- 
lions, an increase of 640,000 over 
1930; Italy, 41 millions, a decrease 
of 400,000; Poland, 82 millions, an in- 
crease of a million; Spain, 24 millions, 
an increase of a million. 

The world’s population is increas- 
ing. That fact is one that has rami- 
fying implications, and if the growth 
continues at the present rate, within” 
less than half a century it will be 
one of the most pressing problems 
that will have to be dealt w.th. 


Fertilizing Pasture Lands . 


Best Results Obtained When Contin- 
uous Grazing Is Practised 

Pasture land fertilized at the rate 
of 475 pounds per acre of a complete 
fertilizer was able to carry 2.15 cows 
to the acre when continuous graz.ng 
was practised. The same kind of land 
similarly fertilized but grazed rota- 
tionally was able to carry only 1.7 
cows to the acre, and the same kind 
of land unfertil.zed and continuou:ly 
grazed carried”1.40 cows’ to the acre. 
These results were obtained by the 
Dominion Departmentiof Agriculture 
at the Experimental Farm, Nappen, 
N.S. In practice the number of cows 
varied from week to week according 
to the condition of growth; and by 
careful calculation dependable results 
were obtained. In addition to the pas- 
ture the cows received a grain ration 
at a rate consistent with the amount 
of milk given. The field used in this 
experiment had been in use as pas- 
ture for most of the twenty-five years 
it had been in sod. 

The results of this experiment go 
to show @ saving of 1.1 pounds of 
meal per cow per day on the fe.t lized

2,000 and 2,499; 4 between 2,500 and 
2,999; and 7 ranches had over 3,000 
breeding ewes. Ranchers who had less 
than 500 breeding ewes obtained an 
average ranch income of $441, where- 
as those who had between 1,500 and 
2,000 breeding ewes secured $2,022. 
The income per ranch was thus found 
to increase with an increase in the

‘If the Government intends to 
break my religion—I ‘have nothing 
more to say, but it is better they 
should cut off my head with a sword.

This striking statement was made in 
a court martial court at Poona, India, 
by Lance Corporal Jan Singh, who 
was facing a charge of attempted 
murder, 

Singh confessed he had shot at a 
sergeant-major of his regiment but 
stated he had shot “the wrong man” 
after having become confused in their 
bungalows. He had been after the 
colonel, he said, who had repr:manded 
him for refusing to mess with a Sikh 
of lower caste who had recently been 
absorbed into the regiment. 

“I served my Government for sev- 
en years with loyalty but in this case 
my faith was at stake, therefore 
I fought to defend it,” declared Singh. 
He said he had read the holy books 


Sikhs (his caste) were allowed to eat 
and drink with the Mazhbis. 

“I decided to kill the colonel and 
the sergeant-major who had insulted 
my faith, and then myself, so we all 
could go to the next world where the 
Gurus would give justice,’ he con- 
cluded.

Section 73 Of Act Not Being Proper- 
ly Applied Is Contention 

It was, of course, not the wish of 
the Canadian people that their war- 
time defenders should have come 
home from the front to be brow- 
beaten by anyone. A. E. Moore, of 
Winnipeg, chairman of the Dominion 
executive council of the Canadian 
Legion, has this to say of counsel em- 
ployed by the Canadian Board of 
Pension Commissioners, in their atti- 
tude toward war veterans appearing 
before that body to present their 
cla.ms: “I listen to these counsel and 
expect every moment to hear them 
turn to the tribunal with the words:

WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD 


No consideration has been given to 
the matter of establishment of a na- 
tional wheat marketing board, Prime 
Minister R. B. Bennett stated in the 
House of Commons. 

Conditions on United Kingdom ap- 
ple markets are on the whole dull 
and sales discouraging, according to 
information received by the Domin- 
fon Department of Agriculture, 

Canada will have no official Scout 
contingent at the 1938 world Scout 
Jamboree at Godollo, Hungary, in 
August, it has been decided by Do- 
minion Scout’ Headquarters. 

Planning to establish a beet sugar 
refining plant, A. D. Blaauboer, Am- 
sterdam, Holland, who is associated 
with one of the world’s largest such 
factories, has arrived in Winnipeg. 

The Japanese imperial parliament, 
approved by a standing vote, the 
largest budget in the history of the 
nation, totalling 2,239,000,000 yen 
(about $480,300,000). 

The report of unclaimed bank bal- 
ances tabled in the House of Com- 
mon by Hon. E. N. Rhodes, Minister 
of Finance, reveals that there is $1,- 
860,196.75 of unclaimed money in the 
banks throughout Canada.

The Grasshopper Menace 


Dutbreak This Summer Unless ‘Ad- 
verse Weather Destroys Eggs 

In an address given before the Uni- 
versity Club of Ottawa recently, Mr. 
Arthur Gibson, Domin‘!on Entomclo- 
gist, gave an account of the va'!uable 
work being conducted by the Entomo- 
logical Branch for the Federal De- 
partment of Agriculture. The losses 
from injurious insects amount to 
many millions of dollars every year 
within the Dom'nion. As a result of 
mvestigations conducted by Federal 
entomologists, he claimed that im- 
portant savings are resulting every 
year from entomological research. 

Referring to infestations of gracs- 
noppers in Western Canada, he stated 
that the officer in charge of the fed- 
eral work in Manitoba, Mr. Norman 
Criddle, in directing a federal survey 
of the grasshopper infested areas in 
Manitoba last autumn had discovered 
the eggs of grasshoppers in numbers 
up to 140,000 in one square foot of 
soil. Unless these eggs are reduced in 
numbers by adverse weather or other 
patural control factors, there is every 
probability of an important outbreak 
of destructive grasshoppers in West- 
ern Canada during the coming sum- 
mer.

Elk Spoil Orchard 
Crops In Okanagan 


Had To Be Trapped When Fruit 
Growers Complained 

British Columbia’s elk are to be 
conserved, but so are orchardists’ 
crops. These twin considerations have 
been giving provincial authorities 
some concern. 

“We'll get rid of the elk,” said pro- 
vincial game wardens when fruit 
growers in the Okanagan country 
complained that the herds were 
spoiling their crops. But they did not 
get rid of them in the time-honored 
custom. Instead they trapped them. 

Special corrals were built at vari- 
ous points in the orchard country— 
corrals big enough to ensnare 80 ani- 
mals at a time. So far only a few elk 
have ‘been captured, but the game 
wardens hope to capture most of the 
animals before spring. 

More than 400 elk are in the 
Okanagan country now, the offspring 
and descendants of a batch of 25 elk 
liberated there about seven years ago. 
They multiplied faster than game 
officials expected, and in some of the 
more settled areas have Wecome a 
serious menace to fruit men. 

The trapped elk are being trans- 
ported by railroad to the wilds east 
of Princeton and liberated there,

The 
new condition has encouraged the 
owners to appreciate the value of ad- 
ditional pursuits to augment their 
sources of livelihood such as the cul- 
tivation of gardens, the raising of 
chickens and in some instances pigs, 
and turning their attention to mi’king 
and even to the art of butter making.

The 1982 Pack Amounted To 1,081,- { 


000 Cases 

The pack of canned salmon in Bri- 
tish Columbia.in 1932 amounted to 
1,081,000 cases, an increase over the 
1931 pack of 895,000 cases. Except in 
the case of p'nks, the salmon runs 
during 1932 were at least of avreage 
size and catch. The Sockeye pack— 
over 284,300 cases—was about 7,000 
cases less than in 1931, and the out- 
put of canned steelheads, which 
usually is not more than 2,000, also 
decreased, although only slightly. On 
the other hand, the output of all 
other varieties of canned salmon — 
springs, cohoes, chums, pinks and 
bluebacks or young cohoes—were all 
larger than in the previous year. The 
chum pack increased by more than 
250,000 cases, the pack of cohoes by 
83,600, and the pack of springs by 
about 48,800 cases. Pink pack show- 
ed a gain of over 16,000 and 3,200 
more cases of bluebacks were canned 


last year than in 1931.

There is no. need to describe the 
heme situat'on in western Canada, 

ough we are frequently told that 
we are much better off than other 
places. Yet the fact remains that be- 
cause farm produce prices are so low 
the farmer has no | grdoemen | power, 
and therefore, most lines of business 
are shrivelling up like prunés in a 
hot sun. Almost any business man 
will agree that the farmer must have 
more money to spend before business 
can get into its stride again. 

At the same time, it is generally 
admitted that naturd did not throw 
us down. We have abundance of 
everything we need, but we lack the 
medium needed to exchange our com- 
modities with one another. If we can 
agree that the present situation is 
man made, we should be ab’e to agree 
that it must be man mended. I pro- 
pose that instead of quietly sink'ng 
out of sight in the quicksand of the 
present business depression, we west- 
ern farmers. and business men should 
join forces in an.effort to put an end 
to these intolerable conditions before 
something more serious happens. 

My plan, if put into operation, 
‘would mean that the farmers, instead 
of talking about rebellion, strikes, or 
not sowing a crop, would by adopting 
a course of action which would\ be 
constructive and effective, and which, 
given the co-operation of business 
men, would give the needed impetus 
to’ business and thus bring benefits 
to the entire community. My plan 
provides for an equal distribution of 
effort in direct proportion to business 
transacted: it would give the farmer 
95 per cent. more purchasing power 
and debt paying power, and at the 
same time would help the business 
man by giving him a much larger 
volume of business. 

My plan is as follows: Let there be 
set up a Collective Produce Clearing 
Association, with representative busi- 
ness men from the three prairie prov- 
inces on a board of five trustees. This 
clearing. house would be properly 
bonded and would have a properly 
bonded agent in each country town. 
It would issue clearing house certifi- 
cates and clearing house stamps. The 
face value of the certificate would be 
for double the net market price of 
any produce delivered by the farmer 
desiring to use the clearing house. 

It would function like this: a farm- 
er takes a load of wheat to an eleva- 
tor and rece'ves the ordinary cash 
ticket. for the net value of, we will 
say, five dollars. He takes this five 
dollar cash ticket to the local agent 
of the clearing house and receives in 
exchange a clearing house certificate 
for ten dollars, which is double the 
amount of this cash ticket. The clear- 
ing house certificate would read “The 
Collective Produce Clearing Associa- 
tion will pay ten dollars in cash on 
presentation of this certificate with 
fourteen forty-cent clearing house 
stamps attached on the reverse side 
hereof.” 


This cert'ficate would have a face 
value of ten dollars and would be 
redeemable in cash after it had turn- 
ed over fourteen times and’ had col- 
lected fourteen forty cent . clearing 
stamps. The clearing house would 
have the five dollars cash from the 
wheat and $5.50 in cash from sale of 
stamps. The farmer would take the 
first 4% discount by signing his name 
and address on the back and attach- 
ing the first stamp. Everybody using 
the cert'ficate would do the same un- 
til it had done $140 worth of business. 
In other words, the business men who 
have dealt with this certificate have 
each taken a 4% discount in order 
that the primary producer may have 
an extra 96 per cent. more buying

I have submitted this plan to a con- 
siderable number of business men and |

could well afford a discount of 4 per | 
cent. But in actual practice they | 


would not likely need to stand a 4 


per cent discount on all their business | 


because there would still be a very 
| large amount of cash circulating. The 
amount of certificates circulating 


would only be a fraction of the cash, | 


| because they would be continually 
converted into cash and they would 
automatically pry a larger volume of 
cash out into the channels of trade. 
Some object that it would be too 
cumbersome, but all admit that the 
present situation is certainly very 
cumbersome. Throughout the country, 
storeshelves are literally bending with 
all kinds of merchandise which is not 
moving, farmers are unable to pay 
taxes, interest or debts. 

Some think business would refuse 
to accept these certificates but stamp 
and scrip money have been in use in 
two cities in Germany during the last 
six years, and in 140 places in the 
| United States and Canada recently. 
In some of these cases there has been 
no reserve at all at the back of the 
issue, whereas one Winnipeg business 
man pointed out that in my plan 
there would always be fifty per cent 
of actual cash value in farm produce 
at the back of the certificates. 

My plan also embodies the princi- 
pie of relating currency to commodit- 

es, which is one principle on which 
many of the world’s economists are 
agreed,

I submitted my plan to Dr. Irving 
Fisher of Yale, and the reply I re- 
ceived was very encouraging. 

If the present cond'tions are al- 
lowed to continue hundreds of farm- 
ers will dispose of their livestock such 
as pigs, sheep, and poultry. Many who 
are now behind with taxes and inter- 
est w'll, if they put in a crop at all, 
be still further behind next fa'l: thou- 
sands are now so discouraged that 
they are rapidly becoming a problem 
to our governments. It is high t'me 
that we started to do something 
about this situation. My plan may 
sound radical but the s'tuation is so 
critical that ‘a radical remedy is need- 
ed. My plan would be better than debt 
adjustment, because the way to ad- 
just debts is to pay them. Anvthing 
else will be unfair and very cumber- 
some to.carry out. ® 

My plan would allow the farm pro- 
duce to flow to market as usual with- 
out interfering with prices which are 
set on an export basis. It would still 
allow of feeding the unemployed 
cheaply, but many of these would be 
quickly absorbed by the greater vol- 
ume of business which would result. 

I would be very glad to have the 
opinions of business men and also to 
answer any criticism or question with 
regard to my suggestion of how to 
stamp out the depression.—Colin H, 
Burnell, Oakville, Man. 


Used New Téclnique 
For Delicate Operation 


Discovery Made Removal Of Tumor 
From Brain Possible 

Operation on the brain for the re- 
moval of a tumor, performed recently 
in London Hospital, has been pro- 
nounced a success, and the patient is 
recovering and his sight has been re- 
stored. It is considered one of the 
most delicate surgical feats ever per- 


formed. Discovery of a new technique - 


made it possible. 

The patient, a school teacher, was 
going blind as a result of the tumor, 
which was in an almost inaccessible 
spot, and eventually would have 
spread to other parts of the train. 
Five doctors, headed by Dr. H. W. L. 
Cains, of the London Hospital, spent 
all day in the operation. By mcans 
of diathermic current the tissues ‘of 
the brain were completely broken 
through to get to the tumor. By the 
new technique the current gradually 
went through the cells, breaking them, 
but healing them aga‘n as it passed 
on its way to the base of the trou- 
ble.

Teachers employed 
by an education authority in Greater 
London invited 1,000 boys and a sm- 
ilar number of girls to indicate their 
tastes.

under water, When close to shore 


the raft was allowed to ground 
and was anchored in place ready to 
be carried ashore after dark when the 
tide was out. 

As this form of concealment how- 
ever, became known, the smugglers 
resorted to more elaborate schemes. 
Schooners were fitted with false bot- 
toms which had no connection what- 
ever with the interior of the vessel, 
and so could not be discovered by the 
revenue officers, no matter how thor- 
oughly they searched the ship’s in- 
terior. In order to obtain the kegs the 
vessel had to be beached, then when 
the tide was out, several two-inch 
planks were removed from the bottom. 
In this way one hundred half-ankers 
of rum were often smuggled in at a 
single voyage. After this device had 
been uncovered, revenue officers often 
required suspicious craft to be beach- 
ed to undergo a thorough examination. 
Even small open boats were often 
found to have false bottoms and 
sides, and the oars found to be hol- 
lowed and capable of carrying a fair 
quantity of spirits. 

An ingenious scheme that yielded 
rich fruitage for the smuggling fra- 
ternity for a time consisted in hol- 
lowing out the large wooden handles 
of shrimp nets, and fitting the cases 
inside, capable of holding two and a 
half gallons of liquor. When a fishing 
smack returned to port the eager 
fishermen scrambled ashore and made 
for their homes each carryng his 
shrimp net over his shoulder. In this 
way probably thousands of gallons 
of September, Uap BA BALE 
wore well-padded vests to protect 
them from the North Sea winds, and 
which were, incidentally, divided into 
eighteen compartments and could 
carry eight pounds of tea without any 
undue bulging. 

Packages of tobacco were conven- 
iently stowed into tin compartments 
in the ends of barrels which contained 
cider, etc. Even the casks contain- 
ing drinking water for the crew 
were sometimes fitted with false sides 
and ends. 
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Aid For Canadian Museums 


Advisory Committee Has Been Form- 
ed To Consider Plans 

Arrangements for systematic aid to 
Canadian public galleries and mu- 
seums by the Carnegie Corporation of 
New York are rapidly taking definite 
shape.

If Considered Important 


London Authorities Reluctant To Dis- 
turb People Late At Night 

People in England who have occa- 
sion to telephone’a telegram late at 
night may be surprised to learn that, 
unless the postal authorities regard 
the message as of an urgent nature, 
no special attempt to expedite deliv- 
ery is made, according to the Man- 
chester Guardian. The telegram takes 
its place in the first delivery of the 
ordinary mail after dispatch. The 
Guardian continues: 

“Where the message is officially in- 
terpreted as ‘urgent’—in cases of 
sickness, calls to a bedside, and the 
like—it is communicated by -tele- 
phone, if the addressee is accessible 
by telephone, or where that is not 
possible through the courtesy of the 
police. It will be seem that much 
depends on the official interpretation 
of urgency. A business appointment, 
for instance, however ‘urgent’ in the 
view of sender or receiver, would not 
be dealt with by either of the two 
persons mentioned. 

“The authorities indicate a certain 
reluctance to ring peoplé up at un- 
reasonable hours on account of com- 
plaints that have been made. It would 
therefore, appear that for ordinary 
business ends the late telegram has 
no advantage over the post.”
